Sixty miles to the east, at the 
other end of the fortified Chinese 
line, the Japanese were reported 
within 200 yards of Tsangchow on 
the railroad from  Tientsin to 
Naui'*'ng. 

The Chinese front was reported to 
have been defended by 11 divisions 
of some 150,000 Central Govern- 
ment tr-ops, strung all the way 
from ‘'sangchow to the southern 
banks of the Tsao River, and had 
been considered the focal point of 
Chinese resistance to Japanese ef- 
forts to dominate all North China. 

There were no reports that the 
Chinese line had been broken at 
any point except on the extreme 
western flank in the Paotingfu 
sector, where 60,000 Japanese were 
attacking. 


Japanese Advance in Northwest. 


In the northwest, Japanese col- 
umns pushed into Sulyuan province 
from two directions. Japanese dis- 
patches said one column, composed 


of veterans of Japan’s army of/ 


occupation in Manchuria, entered 
Northeastern Suiyuan from _ con- 
quered Chahar and seized the im- 
portant walled town cf Hingho. 


The other, advancing along’ the 
Peiping-Suiyuan Railway from 
Tatung, in Shansi province, has 


occupied Fengchen and important 
passes through the great wall. 

Chinese troops under Gen. Fu 
Tso-yi, Governor of Suiyuan pro- 
vince, which have occupied West- 
ern Chahar since last winter, have 
been driven well back into Suiyuan. 
The Japanese advance from Shansi 
is believed to have cut off Gen. 
Fu's avenue of escape to the south. 

Japanese officers indicated the 
column from Chahar would move 
westward across the Gobi desert-to 
capture Pailinzgmiao, where a Jap- 
anese-directed force of Mongols 
and irregulars suffered a crushing 
defeat by the Suiyuanese last De- 
cember. 

All Japanese forces were expected 
to converge on Kweisui, the pro- 
vincial capital. Suiyuan’s  semi- 
desert topography was considered 
ideal for operations of the highly 
mobile Japanes* cavalry and motor-

MANY PLANE FIGHTS 
OVER NANKING IN 
RAIDS BY JAPANESE

NANKING, Sept. 23.—Japanese 
air raiders were over Nanking a 
total of four hours yesterday, bomb=- 
ing and fighting spectacular com- 
bats with the Chinese who rose to 
meet them. The correspondent 
watched the raids from the roof of 
the Italian Embassy, from which 
an unobstructed view of the city, 
was obtainable. 

There were scores of individual 
combats, loops, dives, sensational 
climbs were seen everywhere as the 
opposing airfleets battled for posi- 
tion. 

Chinese officials said four raid- 
ing planes were shot down, one in 
the congested heart of the city, one 
outside the city walls, one on the 
Yangtze waterfront and the fourth 
across the river at the Pukow Rail- 
way station. 

On each raid the Japanese 
dropped more than 100 bombs, but 
a survey after the attacks showed 
that all important public buildings 
had come through unharmed. Most 
of the bombs were dropped from 
great heights as the Japanese tried 
to keep above the heavy fire of the 
Chinese anti-aircraft batteries. 

Nearly all the havoc was in the 
Hsiakwam shim quarter, near the 
Yangtze waterfront. Old men,

24 Negroes Listed by St. Claig

Twenty-four Negroes were named 
in 17 indictments returned yester- 
day by the St. Clair County grand 
jury in a partial report to Circuit 
Judge Maurice V. Joyce, charging 
tnem with election irregularities 
last spring in Brooklyn, Negro vil- 
lage north of East St, Louis. 

The names of those indicted were 
withheld pending their arrest. The 
investigation into the election had 
been promised by State’s Attorney 
Louis P. Zerweck. 

The grand jury returned two no- 
true bills in the case of Hugh Be- 
virt, uspervisor of Caseyville Town- 
ship, and Hugh Toussaint, former 
clerk of Caseyville, charged with 
election frauds in Caseyville. 

Among the other 30 indictments 
returned was one charging Mrs. 
Marie Porter, Angelo Giancola and 
his brother, John, all of St. Louis, 
with the murder last July 8 of 
William Kappen, Mrs. Porter’s 
brother. 

Kappen was found shot to death 
on his wedding day in a field near 
Belleville. Subsequently Mrs. Porter 
confessed she had taken part in a 
plot to kill him so she might col- 
lect a $3300 insurance policy on him 
before he married. Angelo Gian- 
cola admitted he shot Kappen after 
he and his brother had received a 
promise of $800 of the insurance 
money from Mrs. Porter.

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Sept. 23.—Germany’s 
capital, which for three nights has 
peen darkened in air raid drills, 
switched over the festive brilliance 
toda in preparation for the im- 
pending visit of Premier Musso- 
jini of Italy. 

Black paper was ripped from 
windows, the city’s four million 
jnhabitants ceased ducking into 
cellars with the end of air raid 
siren warnings, and disciplined 
solemnity gave way to cheers as 
the people made ready to welcome 
the Italian dictator. 

Mussolini, who will visit Reichs- 
guebrer Adolf Hitler, first will be 
welcomed in Munich Saturday. 
Munich, which did not participate 
in the air defense rehearsal, is 
planning to receive him in a big 


“Tae really impressive honors, 
howover, Will be bestowed on Mus- 
solini in Berlin Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday. At least 1,000,000 
Germans probably will throng 
Olympic Stadium and adjacent 
Mayfield to hear Hitler and Musso- 
lini speak Tuesday. 

Printing shops of the Federal 
railways were working day and 
night printing 1,000,000 tickets for 
geats and standing room. The re- 
mainder of Berlin’s 4,000,000 inhab- 
jtants will be given an opportunity 
to see Mussolini and Hitler in pa- 
rades from Western Berlin through 
Brandenburg gate into Unter den 
Linden. A school and business hol- 
iday hag been declared for Tues- 


day. 

Mussolini will be shown the ex- 
hibition of German art in the new 
“House of German Art.” Presum- 


ably, he also will see the nearby | 


exhibition of what Germany con- 
siders “degenerate art.” This is a 
collection of paintings and sculp- 
ture thrown out of German art 
galleries and assembled as a “hor- 
rible warning” against cultural 
Bolshevism. 

Mussolini's one-day stay in 
Munich will be at Prince Kari Pal- 
ace, which in pre-war Bavarian 
days was the Austrian legation.

KATOWICE, Poland, Sept. 23.—

In Days of Old. 


| Flere a major league batting 
averages show that 79 bat- 
ters are hitting .300 or better. 
Thirty or more years ago the to- 
tal in both majors would not ex- 
ceed a dozen. 

We have before us an advertis- 
ing baseball book containing 
facts, figures, schedules, etc., of 
the National League clubs of 1888. 
It was put out by a company 
which manufactured a now obso- 
lete cigarette, “Old Judge.” The 
booklet is the property of Henry 
Durkis of 1208 Lynch street, who 
kept it from his boyhood days. 

It ig in the shape of a baseball, 
with colored photographs of fa- 
mous players of the time, includ- 
ing the Old Romar Charley 
Comiskey, then captain-manager 
of the Browns, who wor the 
American Association champion- 
ship that year and played the 
New York Giants for the world 
championship. 


It also contains the batting 
averages of the pennant-winning 
New York Giants. The team’s 
average reached the amazingly 
low figure of .220. Championship 
teams of today rate between .290 
and .300, sometimes even well 
above .300. 

Only one man on the Giants of 
that year, nearly half a century 
ago, batted .300. He was Catcher 
Ewing and his figure was .306. 
Tiernan, .293, and Connor, .291, 
were the next high. Next best 
on the list was O’Rourke, .273. 

Batting figures of this magni- 
tude wouldn't get a club any- 
where, especially as the total 
bases were not very bulky.

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LARGE COTTON CROP BEING 
GINNED AT NEAR RECORD 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Government 
reports showed today tha year’s large cot- 
ton crop was being picked and ginned at a 
near record pace. 

The Census Bureau announced 4,266,617 
running bales had been ginned prior to 
Sept. 16. This was the largest total for 


the date, with one exception, in the 13 
years records have been compiled. 

Ginnings fn 1925 totaled 4,282,066 bales 
to Sept. 16 and the year’s final out turn 
was 16,122,516 bales. In the record crop 
year of 1927. when 17,755,070 bales were 
produced, ginnings to mid-September were 
only 2,509,103 bales. 

Ginnings from this year’s crop prior 
to Sept. 6 included 66,126 round bales, 
counted as half bales, but none of Ameri- 
can-Egyptian. . 

Ginnings to that date a year ago were 
3,709,965 running bales, including 49,058 
round bales. and to that date two years 
ago were 2,315,831, including 14,702 
round bales. 

Ginnings to Sept. 16 this year and last

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 23.—Dr. 
Roberto M. Ortiz received enough 
electoral votes last night to assure 
his election as president of Argen- 
tina. 

Although the counting of the 
popular ballots was unfinished, Or 
tiz, candidate of the conservative 
coalition organized by retiring Pres- 
ident Augustin Justo, had won 
provinces having 196 electoral 
votes. 

His leading opponent, radical 
leader Marcelo T. de Alvear, had 
received only 128 electoral votes, 
though he had so far received more 
than 100,000 more popular votes 
than Ortiz. There are 376 votes in 
the electoral college which will meet 
in November to formally designate 
the new president. 

Ortiz, finance minister in Justo’s 
cabinet, was expected to carry on 
the program of public works insti- 
tuted by Justo. 


Gen. Eugene de Miller Vanishes 
—Note Says He Suspected 
Trap. 


————————

PARIS, Sept. 23.—Gen. Eugene de 
Miller, 70-year-old leader of the 
now mythical White Army of Rus- 
sia, was reported today to have 
disappeared after a rendezvous 
which he himself suspected was 4 
trap. 

The case was given a broader 
aspect shortly after the first report 
wnen the family of a former Rus- 
sian general, linked vaguely to the 
affair by a note which de Miller 
had left, reported he also had 
dropped from sight. 

Police telegraphed all frontier 
posts and provincial stations to 
keep a watch for de Miller, fearing 
he had been abducted. m 

Paul Koussonsky, secretary of the 
Confederation of Russian War Vet- 
erans, the exiled group which de 
Miller heads, told police the Genera] 
had left a note for him yesterday 
before he disappeared. 4 

The note said: “I have an/eP 
pointment at 12:30 with Gen. Skob- 
line, who is going with me for a 
rendezvous with a German officer, 
a military attache of a neighboring 
country, named Stroman and with 
Werner, who is attached to the em- 
bassy here. Both speak Russian 
well. The rendezvous was made by 
Skobline. Perhaps it is a trap. In 
any case I leavé this note.” : 

Koussonsky said Skobline de 
clared last night he had no appoint- 
ment with de Miller for yesterday 
and was mystified by the note. 
This morning Skobline’s family said 
Skobline had disappeared. 

De Miller proclaimed frequently 
that his military career had never 
been interrupted and that he was 
still “in the service of Czar.” 

A former member of the Russian 
imperial general staff, -he had 
served as military attache in many 
European legations and had com- 
manded the Czarist army on the 
Rumanian frontier in the world 
war. 

After the Russian revolution, he 
became a member of Gen. Baron 
Peter Wrangel’s White Army staff 
and was stationed at Paris. Re 
cently de Miller had devoted most 
of his energies to welfare work 
among Russian exiles, but studied 
reports on present day Russia and 
kept contact with members of the 
mythical White Army. 

Police recalled that Gen. Alexan- 
dre Koutepov, de Miller’s predeces- 
sor as chief of the white Russian 
veterans, vanished on Jan. 28, 1930, 
That mystery never was solved. 
Koutepov was kidnaped from the 
street near his Paris home. 

De Miller, after assuming Koute- 
pov’s place as leader of the anti- 
Soviet veterans, was guarded for a 
time by two attendants—his staff 
officer and chauffeur—but the vige 
ilance had been relaxed recently.

Chief criticism has been properly directed 
at the manner in which the nomination was 
confirmed by the Senate, as this was in 
sharp contrast to the normal! procedure in 
considering a nomination for Justice of the 
Supreme Court. Ordinarily, the Senate and 
its Judiciary Committee carefully investigate 
any person nominated for this office. The 
scrutiny covers not only the character and 
legal and judicial qualifications but extends 
to any matter that may affect the independ- 
ence or impartiality of the nominee. 

This attitude was strikingly shown in the 
protracted struggles over the confirmation 
of Justices Brandeis and Hughes. Many be- 
lieved that in the course of professional prac- 
tice the former had developed prejudice 
against corporate interests and big business, 
while exactly the opposite was feared by 
others with regard to the latter. While both 
were eventually confirmed, the Senate short- 
ly afterwards refused to confirm the appoint- 
ment of Judge Parker because of his sup- 
posed hostility to labor interests, though 
no one questioned his legal attainments. 

* ° . 


The custom of confirming, without ques- 
tion, the nomination of a Senator remained 
unbrokén for one-half of a century. The only 
explanation of the origin of a rule of this 
character is that Senators assumed that any 
person who had been elected to the position 
of United States Senator must possess the 
qualifications necessary for any Federal of- 
fice, and that it would be a reflection upon 
him for his fellow Senators to institute an 
investigation. The Senate in following this 
custom is influenced by esprit de corps 
and acts much as a social club which as- 
sumes that all of its members are gentle- 
men. 

The strength of the rule is shown by the 
fact that some of the Senators who, for 
technical reasons, voted against confirma- 
tion, had previously voted not to send the 
nomination of Senator Black back to the 
Judiciary Committee for investigation. The 
most outstanding example was Senator 
Borah, who, as a member of the Judiciary 
Committee, voted to recommend approval of 
the nomination. Later, in the Senate, he 
voted against sending the nomination back 
to the committee. Finally, he voted against 
confirmation, as he believed Justice Van De- 
vanter was still a member of the court and 
that hence there was no vacancy. 

In establishing and following the sena- 
torial courtesy rule the Senate has clearly 
disregarded the reason for which the Consti- 
tution gave it the power of confirming or re- 
jecting presidential nominations and, in 
effect, has abdicated this function.

N SCHOOL FALURES 


Education Board Survey Notes 
Gain in Number Who Pass 
Examinations. 


The close relationship between 
absence from school and failure in 
studies is shown in a report on high 
school attendance in St. Louis 
schools last year, made public to- 
day by the Division of Tests and 
Measurements of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The number of failures in the 
first semester of last year was in 
direct ratio to the number of days 


of absence from class, ranging from 
less than 3 per cent of failures for 
pupils who attended every day to 
49 per cent failures for pupils ab- 
sent 25 days or more. 

The survey, supervised by George 
R. Johnson, director of tests and 
measurements, showed that high 
school pupils on the whole were not 
absent frequently, the average be- 
ing 2.6 per cent. However, success- 
ful students were absent only 2.2 
per cent of the time, while those 
who failed averaged 5.6 per cent of 
their time away from classes. 


Out of the total of about 16,000 - 


students enrolled throughout the 
semester, 4100 were present every 
day and about 4500 others were ab- 
sent only one or two days, the sur- 
vey indicated. 

Class attendance, of course, is 
only one of several important fac- 
tors bearing on failure, Johnson 
pointed out. Others are lack of 
maturity on the part pupils and 
lack of aptitude or interest in par- 
ticular courses. These factors have 
engaged the attention of school au- 
thorities for several years, result- 
ing in a 50 per cent reduction in 
failures in the last four years, John- 
son said. This was accomplished, 
he added, without a corresponding 
lowering of scholarship standards.

The Bartlett, accepted the nation 
over as a perfect “eating” pear, 
probably gives more pleasure to the 
sense of taste with the least physi- 
cal effort than any fruit known 
It has neither to be peeled nor 
pared. The eater merely has to 
make sure that the fruit is reason- 
ably clean, 
delicious soft pulp. 
will do the rest. 

Although the Bartlett, of the mid- 
season pears is most popular for 
eating, the Kieffers are aiso used 
in quantities for canning. 

In the Southeast where Bartlett 
pears are not grown so extensively 
because of their susceptibility 
blight, manv Kieffers are grown 
and used both for canning and for 
eating. While the Bartlett pear 
must be picked carefully at a cer- 
tain stage for greenness, be prop- 
erly boxed and stored for shipp'ng 
and then closeiy inspected from 
time to time by producer and re. 
tailer, the Kieffer is usually shuf- 
fied about unceremoniously 
little care used in handling.

Pears for immediate consumption 
should be soft but not mushy and 
deep straw yellow in color. 


In buying quantities for canning | 


or preserving the shopper should 
have several split lengthwise to 
make certain that no decay or

PICKLING TIME 1) 
BY NO MEANS OVER 


Cucumber, Green Tomatoes 
and Hard Pears May Be 
Turned to Good Account. 


pickling and preserving mood 

you won't have to stop simply 
because fruits are going into a de- 
cline. ‘There are still cucumbers 
on the market. Green tomatoes 
are coming in and those hard yel- 
low pears known as Kieffers are 
ready for preserves. 


For pickling, whether it be 
pickles, pears or tomatoes, it is 
well to remember that a blend of 
several kinds of spices gives Aa 
more subtle flavor than a larger 
quantity of just one spice. 


Whole spices are better for pick- 
ling because they do not darken 
the vinegar as the ground spices 
do. Some cooks prefer using gran- 
ulated sugar to take the sharp 
edge off sour pickles rather than 
the brown sugar that our grand- 
mothers used. For our part, we 
rather like the tang that brown 
sugar imparts to pickles both 
sweet and sour. If a very sweet 
pickle is desired the quantity of 


| F you have got into the canning, 


to taste. 

Lest we forget, watermelon find 
makes a delicious pickle, sweet or 
sour. Our grandmothers cooked it 
in a kind of sirup and called the 
finished product “sweet meats.” It 
is to be feared that cooks today 
would not go to all the trouble re- 
quired to make these dainties 
which were cut in fancy shapes. 
Here is a recipe for 

Watermelon Pickle. 

One gallon prepared watermelon 
rind. 

One cup salt. 

Water to cover. 

One teaspoon crushed alum. 

Three cups vinegar. 

Four cups sugar. 

One cup water. 

Three sticks whole cinnamon. 

One clove. 

Trim off all the red and green 
rind, leaving only the white. Cut 
in small squares or cut into fancy 
shapes with a cutter. Cover with 
brine made of salt, water to cover, 
and alum. Stir well to dissolve 
alum and salt. Let stand over 
night and drain off the brine. Cover 
with fresh water and let stand for 
two hours. Drain again and cook 
in clear water for one-half hour. 
Make a pickling vinegar of the 
sugar, vinegar, one cup water, cin- 
nmamon and clove and bring to a 
boil. Add the cooked watermelon 
and cook until the rind is clear and 
can be pierced with a fork. Put 
into sterilized glasses, pour the 
vinegar over and seal. 

Spiced Green Tomatoes. 

Six pounds small whole 

tomatoes. 
Four pounds sugar. 
One pint vinegar. 
One tablespoon cinnamon, 
One-half tablespoon cloves. 
One-half tablespoon allspice. 
One-half tablespoon mace. 
Small green fig or plum tomatoes 
are best for this pickle, but any va- 
riety may be used. Scald, and if 
possible, remove the peel. Make a 
syrup of the sugar, vinegar and 
spices by boiling together for five 
minutes. Drop the tomatoes into 
this syrup and boil until the fruit 
becomes clear. Pour into shallow 
pans or trays, cool quickly, and 
pack cold into sterilized pint jars. 
Strain the syrup, fill the jars, and 
process 37 minutes at simmering 
temperature. 

Ginger Pears. 
Two and one-half pounds hard 
pears. 
One and a half cups water. 
Two and a half pounds sugar. 
Three tablespoons preserved gin- 
ger, cut in small pieces. 
One and one-half lemons (juice 
and grated rind). 
Remove skin and cores of pears 
and cut fruit in slices lengthwise. 
Add water and cook until pears are 
tender. Add sugar, juice and grat- 
ed rind of lemon, the preserved 
ginger, and let simmer until mix- 
ture is thick. Pour into sterilized 
jars and seal while hot. 

Green Tomato Marmalade. 

Six pounds green tomatoes. 

Six cups sugar. 

Six lemons. 

One and one-third teaspoons salt. 
One cup water. 

Wash the tomatoes and cut them 
fine. Add the sugar. Slice the lem- 
ons in thin pieces. Boil them with 
the water and salt for seven min- 
utes, then pour the liquid from 
them over the other’ ingredients.
